Inflation—A Misused Word 


But the market was not prepared 
'or what has happened. Here it is: 
n 1917 congress passed a bill limit- 
ng the government to $45,000,000,- 
300 debt. That is almost a!T used 
up. So this year congress extended 
hat by four billion. But with strings. 
There is about a billion or nearly 
i billion margin inside the old debt 
imit, not yet reached, and with the 
new four-billion grant the govern- 
nent can borrow five billion inside 
its present 
limit. A grant of an- 


other five billion will about cover the 
government's needs for a year. But 
Ihc treasury asked 20 billion. 


Wall Street—or at least some trad- 


ers—immediately decided that the gov- 
ernment was getting ready for fur- 
ther war moves on an immense scale. 
They could sec billions flowing out 
into business and being turned into 
purchasing power in the hands of the 
people. There was therefore a rush of 
buyers of stocks. What these men see 
is a probable inflation. 


You can get men in Wall Street to 


tell you there will be no inflation. 
But the trouble is that everybody uses 
the word in a different sense. You 
cannot pump six or seven billion of 
government money into the blood 
stream of business—billions obtained 
by borrowing—without producing in~ 
flat ion. Make it 20 billion and you 
get more inflation. 


This does not mean inflation in 


which the dollar will sink down to a 
dime or a penny or go to grotesque 
lengths as in Germany after the last 
war. Inflation merely means the crea- 
tion of artificial purchasing power 
in addition to that created by the 
normal processes of business. 


When governments borrow money 


and spend it they tend to inflate.

t is quite natural that one of the 
first things taught him is how to 
nandlo the rifle itself, how to load 
it and how to fire it. 


It is impressed upon him that he is 


handling a valuable piece of govern- 
ment property for which he is res- 
ponsible. His rifle has a number and 
he must remember this number. He 
turns in the weapon to his platoon 
officer at night. 


He is taught the name of every 


part of the rif!e. He learns how to take 
it apart and put it together again. 
That is necessary in case the weapon 
jams some time. He must know how 
to fix it. He must also be careful 
to clean it from dust and dirt anc 
sand. He must learn how to sighl 
and to aim the weapon. 


Then one fine day he is taken out 


to the rifle range and allowed to 
blaze away with real ammunition. He 
will get plenty of this expensive ex- 
ercise because u soldier is no gooc 
if he does not know how to shoo 
and shoot to good effect. 


Next he will have bayonet drill anc 


training. He must learn how to defeiic 
himself a,gainst the bayonet thrusts 
of a possible enemy soldier and ho\v 
to take the counter-offensive 
with 


that weapon, so terrible in smashing 


running attacks upon the foe. 


Since the last European war, the 


use of poison gas in warfare is 
possibility. For that reason John wil 
be taught something about lethal gas- 
es and how to detect them. There 
will be added to his equipment 
gas mask. He will learn how to ad- 
just this lifi-savint apparatus, anc 
to do t:o quickly and effectively. Foi 
time may be of the essence if there 
is actual war.

I could go on—the list is long. Mr. 


Collier says this change in Indian 
affairs really has taken place in the 
last six years. The Indian reorganizat- 
ion act in 1934 gave Indian groups 
the right to draft their constitutions 
for 
local self-government, to elect 


their own officers, and to borrow from 
the federal revolving credit fund to 
establish their tribes in economic en- 
terprise. 


In Civil Service Jobs 


The Indian maidens had learned a 


thing or two from their white sis- 
ters and lost no time in getting the 
vote and using it. Since the women 
already had established themselves in 
the arts and crafts, the sewing, can- 
ning, poultry raising and other things 
by which the Indian family income 
is supplemented, their place at the 
new council tables immediately be- 
came important. 


In one other respect, the govern- 


ment has given the Indian woman a 
"break" in her search for a new free- 
dom. The reorganization act also set 
forth that Indians should be given civil 
service preference in the office of 
Indian affairs. Hundreds of Indian 
girls have been given jobs since 
then. There are 100 Indian women 
now leaching in the Indian service 
schools and almost that many are gra- 
duate nurses in Indian service hos- 
pitals. One more generation, and no 
one ever will believe that time was 
when the squaw's place—only place— 
was in the teepee.

ing for. He fees future free govern- 
ments and societies in which the role 
of power will not be repressive mere- 
ly. but dynamic" and constructive.

•which alone might mean monotony 
and boredom. Men may look forward 
to adventurous participation in

move special privilege and obstacles

The Latins like Ihe policy fine, he 


says, but they keep wondering: "Is 
this renl. and if so, how long does 
it last? Are those people trying to 
help us or to exploit us? If they're 
helping us, is it for keeps or just 
while the war lasts?" 


"I realize we're under suspicion," 


he says. "Right now this office is 
studying nil the plans people have 
suggested for helping the Lntin Amer- 
icans nnd making them like us bet- 
tor. We've got to improve our cul- 
tural relations in two directions—our 
own people must do their purl to 
know nnd like the Lntin Americans 
better, too." 


There are two' angles to this policy, 


ns he sees it. Improvement of our 
cultural relations hns got to be built 
on improvement of trade relations. If 
the Latins can be convinced that what 
we're doing in the field of trade 
nnd commerce is going to make them 
permanently better off, and isn't just 
another form of exploitation, then they 
will be interested

In the commercial field. Rockefeller
